When the king was defeated the 
ords could not centralize power as the ' 
ilng did In France and as a conse- 
tjuence the body of the people secured ( 
I vedom and a representative govern- 
ment.

The pivot In both countries wa* the 


Teudal system which was established In . 
•ranee in the early history of the 
ountry as a system of government, j 
• bile the people were barbarous. The 
ystem continued to give power to the 
ords against the king and the people. 


The system in England being a fore- 


gn system the Cor^-ueror imposed it 
ipon a conquered i ople while he re- 
ipon a conquered people while he re- 
nained absolute which united the peo- 
ile, rich and poor, against the King. 
There Is not a people who have Hveed, 
.vho have made the sacrifices to secure 
iberty that the people of France have 
nade, which largely accounts for the 
iolence there was present in the Rev 
->lution. 


There has been some speculation re- 


garding the difference that existed ir 
the sixteenth, seventeenth and as latf 
as the eighteenth centuries in the 
march of liberty and free institutions 
In France and in England. 
When thf 


policy of the two peoples is understood 
in their efforts to secure freedom and 
free institutions there is no difficulty 
in arriving at the causes which gav* 
to the people of England freedom of 
thought and freedom of action and se- 
cured to the people of France absolu- 
tism and despotism as a result of their 
efforts to procure liberty. 


The difference was not in the intelli- 


gence of the people of England and th<? 
learning of the people of France, who 
oMamert despotism as a result of their 
efforts to develop frep Institutions. 


The people of France in the centuries 


mentioned were among the most ad- 
vanced and Intelligent people in Eur- 
ope, who were earnestly seeking liberty 
as a means to secure a more elevntfl 
position In learning and general intelli- 
gence. 
In literature and in the earllei 


development of letters the names of 
many French schodlars continue to be 
prominent as examples of learning and 
research. 
The cause for success to 


the people of England in securing fre« 
government was not in their superior 
mental ability or their greater learning 
over the French people as the latter 
were among the most active and ad- 1 
vanced people intellectually then on 
the European continent. 
The causes J 


that led to liberty In England and to 
despotism in France >\ ere not at thr 
time fully understood. 
The people ol 


both countries were contending earn- 
estly for freedom and the -work that 
was going forward to secure it, through 
the efforts of each people was oftei 
bathed in blood, more particularly in 
France did blood flow freely to securr 
free government, yet the result was 
despotism in Its worst form to the peo- 
ple of France while an opposite termin- 
ation of effort in England was secured 
and free government became a leading 
feature In the history of the English 
people. 


It could not have been chance that 


gave liberty to the one people and des- 
potism to the other as there is no re 
suit flowing from chance. 
It will ap- 


pear strange when it is sai4 that the 
result to each people of their efforts to 
secure liberty came from Intelligent 
work, which should be a lesson to all 
liberty loving people not to engage in 
making changes, or innovations in their 
systems of government as a seemingly 
•mall matter not understood, or that is 
not deemed worthy of consideration 
may prove fatal to free Institutions and 
to freedom. 


When the feudal system existed on 


the continent proper and in England 
•there was a determined effort by th->

feudal 
lords held 


the lands and the people cultivated 
them for the lords, who received the 
larger part of the benefits derived from 
the soil. 
The people were subject to 


these lords Iti a way that gave them 
power over them In an absolute wav. 
These land owners, or lords, were large- 
ly Independent of the. king and often 
mad* war upon him, which placed him 
largely In a position of dependence. In 
Prance and In other parts of the con- 
tinent where the feudal system had its 
origin the** lords were very Independ- 
ent and ruled over the people, 
The> 


also gave limits to the power of the 
king over themselves, which made 
them when acting together absolute. 
There cam* a union of effort by the 
king and the people to overcome the 
feudal lords to secure freedom from 
their dominion In the State, which was 
successful. 
The people by aiding the 


king became free from the rule of the, 
lords, but the king refused to give to 
the people any part of the liberty se- 


- cured from the lords and as a result 


they succeeded In transferring a slave 
condition from many masters to one 
which relation of one master and many 
•tevM continued In France till the Rev- 
olution. 


The transfer of poner from the lords 


to the king was a*coj^lished by Rich- 
«ll«y *feciM h* ~&& prime mlnlater 
which was afterwards consolidated as 
b on* man -absolute government under 
Louis XIV. The feudal system of 
lords and land owners did not have an> 
part Of Its origin In England after the 
manner of the system in France or 
Upon other parts of the continent. The 
system was taken to England from 
France by William, the Conqqueror, 
who mad* it a part of his system for 
the government of England ofter the 
conquest. 
The system was foreign to 


Bncland, but It continued to flourish 
00 English soil from the eleventh to 
U>« 
fifteenth 
century, wh.en it wae 


abollabed.
